Finalist’s decision to 
drop out complicates 
secret hiring process.

The effort to hire a new city 
manager before the end of the 
year could be in jeopardy after 
one finalist dropped out over 
the weekend, prompting consul- 
tants to wade back into the pool 
of applicants. 

Consultants Russell Reynolds 
and Associates also recommended 
delaying the release of the iden- 
tities of the short list of final- 
ists, information that had been

expected Monday after the Aus- 
tin City Council faced pushback 
over its continued efforts to keep 
the hiring process top secret.

High court to rule on 
political attire at polls

The U.S. Supreme Court 
announced Monday that it will 
determine whether states, includ- 
ing Texas, can ban the wearing 
of political messages on buttons, 
T-shirts and other clothing by vot- 
ers while they are inside polling 
places or within an established 
distance from the entrance. 

The case arose out of Minne- 


sota, where Andrew Cilek was 
blocked from casting a ballot in 
2010 because he was wearing a 
button in favor of voter ID and 
a T-shirt with a tea party logo, 
a Gadsden flag and the words, 
“Don’t Tread on Me.” 

Cilek sued, arguing that the law 
should be overturned because it 
violated his free speech rights and 
was too broad, requiring enforce-
